Chairman Howard Elliott of 
the board ot directors declared last 
night in an address at the "trans- 
portation dinner" of the Town Criers 
of Rhode Island. 
"Should competing 


carriers." he said, "either rail or wa- 
ter, see fit to invest their capital for 
the purpose of adding to the trans- 
portation facilities of this region this 
company is not going to fight such a 
move. 
But this company, he added, 


must retain tho tracks and terminals 
and other facilities which it now has 
in order to give "a largo-amount of 
transportation of a good quality." 


Mr. Elliott recommended the adop- 


tion of a system of carrying quick 
freight on passenger trains and of fast 
freight trains, such-as Is now In use 
in Europe. 
For this accelerated ser- 


vice, he said, a higher rate must nec- 
essarily bo charged. The greater part 
ot hl3 address he devoted to a plea 
for what he called a "back drift" to 
tho farm, and quoted many statistics 
to show that this would be beneficial 
to the state-

federal and state supervision of the 
Issuance of stocks and bonds of utilitj 
and railroad corporations. The repor' 
recommended: "That there be limita- 
tion by law of the purposes for which 
the issue of stocks and bonds shall be 
permitted; that authority be given to 
commissions to see to it that the pro 
ceeds of the sale of stocks and bond 
are devoted to the purposes for whicb 
they are Issued; that no stocks or bond 


the commission after full 
ion; 
that power be given to the cQitV- 


nissioii to Impose such conditions upon 
he issue as inay.be necessary; that the 
regulation of the stocks-and bonds-of 
nterstate common carriers be delegat- 
ed to the Interstate commerce com- 
mission. 
- 


Finally it was recommended "that 


corisress immediately pass an act emr 
aowering the interstate commerce com- 
mission to regulate the stocks and bonds 
of Interstate carriers in the manner 
and to the extent hereinbefore out- 
lined."

permitted; that authority be given to 
comrmsslons to see to it that the. pro- 
ceeds of the sale of stocks and bonds 
are devoted to the purposes for which 
;hey are Issued; that no stocks or bonds 


issued with the positive approval of 


and 


the commission -after full Investiga- 
tion; that power be given to the com- 
mission to impose such conditions upon 
the issue as mav be necessary; that the 
regulation of the stocks and. bonds of 
Interstate common carriers be .delegat- 
ed to the Interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


Finally it was recommended "that 


congress immediately pass an act em- 
powering1 the Interstate commerce com-; 
mission to regulate the stocks and bonds 
of Interstate carriers In tho manner 
and to the extent hereinbefore out- 
lined." 


The committee's proposal that there 


be no limitation placed by law upon 
the amount for which either stocks or 
bonds shall be sold was eliminated on 
account of bitter opposition.

Rave of Boston, the latter an officer 
of the concern, were named

court to take charge of the company's 
vast interests and administer Ihero for 
the best interest*; of the creditors. 


This action was taken at thu insti- 


gation of the Old Colony TruEt com- 
pany of BOB'ton, as underwriters of a 
trust agreement under 
which 
three- 


year S per cent, convertible gold bonds 
to the amount of $2,500,000 were is- 
sued. 


In the complaint filed by Philip "W; 


Russtl!, attorney for the Old Colony 
Trust company, it la charged that the 


ilfihfpl Oyster system Is In desperate 


financial straits, and that it has expe- 
rienced heavy losses in its efforts to 
get ;i controlling grip on the oyster 
industry of the Atlantic coast. 


The officers oC the Scatahlp Oyster 


(system, through William H. Robblns, 
attorney, admitted that every 
allega- 


tion contained In the complaint is true, 
and that the corporation !a unable to 
pay its debts or meet Its' obligations. 
It is further stated in the answer that 
the concern is no longer able to con- 
tinue business as at present consti- 
tuted.
